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There’s No Easy Place To Pin the Blame

The paihciie sialic of small chil¬ 
dren being mugged into Hie po¬ 
lice hies, was enough to SCI 
sociologists astir. The staggering 
statistics of the larger phenom¬ 
enon —34 dead, !s 9 l injured. 3,751 
arrested, 301 buildings total ly d(- 
strayed by lire, 53 ft buildings dam¬ 
aged or looted, properly damage 
approaching S 200 million—set m 
motion across the nation an epi¬ 


demic of so til-sea rchiing. Politi¬ 
cians. psychologists, educators, 
civil rig his leaders and hosts of oth¬ 
ers mined (he sociologists in pon¬ 
dering she c:luv£„. They nearly .ill 
came up with the same answer: the 
frustration and utter hopelessness 
of the ghetto-locked Negro. 

Inevitably, before the smote had 
cleared and while sniper lire still 
crackled, there was the hunt for a 
scapegoat, The handiest scapegoat 
around w as 1 he unbendin g, acerbic 


h 3 -year-old chief of the Los An¬ 
geles police department, William 
H. Parker (/if/ony. Negroes who 
had taken part in the not fairly 
unojeiii self-just if i cation a*, they 
heaped blame on Parker and his 
cops. Others who deplored the vio¬ 
lence saw it as the logical conse¬ 
quence of police harassment which 
they claimed had been the lot of 
[.os Angeles Negroes for years, 
Whether iMt complaint wasjus¬ 
tified Of noi. there had indeed been 



plenty of evidence, which Los An¬ 
geles and i Is officials had chosen to 
ignore, that trouble was brewing. 
Only a year ago the executive di¬ 
rector of the Los Angeles County 
Human Relations Commission re¬ 
vealed i hat nol a thousand Neiu lies 
out of 4 hi ,oon m the ghetto area 
be I ieved that there w as equal liist ri - 
button of justice to whites and Ne¬ 
groes. Earlier in the year, the Cali- 
fomia Advisory Committee Lo (he 
Commission on Civil Rigluv had 
heard Negro leaders level accusa¬ 
tions at the L.A. police. They 
charged "excessive violence” at the 
time of arrest. greater activity in 
surveillance and arrest among mi¬ 
nority groups, arrest of Negroes 
and Mexican-Americans for con¬ 
duct for which others were not ur- 
rested, discourteous and uncivil 
language and behavior on the part 
of police, and an unwillingness 
and inability 10 distinguish be¬ 
tween law-abiding and potentially 
law-breaking minority groups. 

.Such crilieism grates on the 
nerves of Chief Putter who. with 
perhaps excessive loyalty 10 bis 
men. denies that any of it is trtie, 
As for predictions thai an explo¬ 
sion was bound Lo occur, his report 
last winter Rally stated: "The false 
prophets fail to consider that any 
condition which contributed to 
dittos in Other parts of the country 
would noi exist in Los Angeles” 


(Linker is hani-cycd, his tongue 
lashes like a cal-o'-nine-taiJs and 
he has-, when he chooses to exer¬ 
cise it. a monumental capacity for 
arrogance. Undeniably his habit 
of saying what pops into his head 
had almost as inflammatory an ef¬ 
fect as the rioters’ Molotov cock¬ 
tails, "They have no leaders.” he 
rasped at I he height of the disor¬ 
ders, w hen it was- proposed that he 
negotiate with the Negroes.

They 
don't have to feel responsible and 
can wash their Ininds of it and walk 
away thinking they've solved it. 
Thai doesn't solve anything.. Thai's 
just iinding a simple answer to a 
lough problem 

Though all (his- stems to make 
sense, one ean'i help feeling thai 
somdimes Parker himself finds 
simple answers la Lough problems. 
Asked about ch arges of police bru¬ 
tality he answered flatly. "There is 
no brutality." 

Whatever the normal police bc° 
liavior may be. Negroes were man¬ 
handled by cops id I through (he 
riois. No doubt some of I he people 
shot need not have been,and every 
Negro up and. daw n any street in 
(lie riot rone had tales to tell of 
past injustices. 

Bui policemen being |ielted with 
bricks and. sniped ai from rooftops 
could hardly be expected la han¬ 
dle their assailants tenderly. And 
Ihaugh Negroes caught in (lie ri¬ 
ots as participants Or innocent by- 
slande is. ha <1 d i tferi ng v ie ws, ( rtgftj ) 
on the culpability of the police, 
the cops themselves fount! it des¬ 
perately hard to tell friends from 
enemies. As for the past, the T?Lh 
Street Police Division, in the heart 
of the riot ionc. recorded almost 
IT.OOfl major offenses Last year 
more than any ofihecily’s 15 oth¬ 
er preei nd s. 11 is an area of m urder. 
robbery, iheft und prostitution and 
drug addiction, and amidst such 
rampant lawlessness one would 
expect lhe police (O he less than 
patient. 

If there is some justification on 
the side of Chief Parker, he will not 
adnm there was ear justification 
on I he other side.

Big 
Eye paintings are the most popu¬ 
lar art now hems produced in the 
free world. They usually portray 
malnourished children w hose eyes, 
brimming and often, overflowing 
with tears, arc twice, thrice or four 
times normal si/e. Standing or sii- 
l«ng in gloomy corridors, the chib 
dren-sometimes dutch equally big- 
eyed dogs, eat* Or babies, but most 
of the lime they are alone. Al¬ 
ways they stare, 

The art establishment recoils 
from any men lion of the Big Eye 
school and acknowledges its ere* 
istciice only shuddering ly. but Big 
Eye paintings, for all that, have 
atiraclcd much more of a follow¬ 
ing and occasioned much more 
expenditure of cash than Op. Pop. 
Hard-Edge paintings, or any other 
recent artistic fashion For prices 
ran gin g from 1 Or to 5. 100,000 titty. 
Or their reproductions. Lire 10 be 
round in galleria, bookshops, out¬ 
door an shows., dime si ores and 
souvenir stands m national parks. 
They can be mail-ordered from 
catalogs and claimed as premiums 
at trading-stump redemption cen¬ 
ters. Movie directors use them in 
hi ms which purport to reflect con- 
temporary Americans. In the glee¬ 
ful and very nearly accurate wurds 
oT Walter Keane, who is to Big 
Eye art wlm Howard Johnson is, 
to multEhavor icecream, ’‘There’s 
just iw place we're not!” 

By “we,” it must befioicriquick¬ 
ly. Keane does nor mein alf Big 
Eye artists. A great number of 
them (‘ L a ro und E 8"?" is I he guess he 
likes to hazard) are nothing but 
imitators of himserfand Margaret 



Ks’Ufle. a fellow painter when is his 
businevt partner arid who for a 
decide was his wife- and legally 
suit is. although they were amica¬ 
bly separated last year. Though ri¬ 
val Big Eye artists grow ever more 
popular, they do not really bother 
Of thrcalcn Keane.Lei's face n." 
he suggests with uncommon self- 
assurance, “nobody could paint 
eves like LI Greco and nobody can 
paint eyes like Walter Keane," 
Margaret, it lh true, paints eyes 
a little like those for which her 
husband is famous. Bui here are 
not so big and belong as unvary¬ 
ingly to nubile girls as his belong 
to what appear to tw war waifs. 
Though K cane' ^ abundant pu bl ict- 
ly quotes, him as saying repeatedly 
that “my brush is cammu.ilI;, dis¬ 
covering new things,"’ the claim 
seems designed io counter criticism 
that both Keanes are somewhat 


set in their Lirliistic ways, 'Mien 
anyone hints that to see Otic of 
his Big Lye pain Lings is pretty 
much to have seen them all. Walter 
1 .is it is hard not to call him after 
even the briefest of [rivetings) is 
hurt and defensive. ’‘After all,” he 
says. “Rembrandt painted old men 
till they came out of his eaisL El 
Greco was always painting elon¬ 
gated saints: Michelangelo always 
portrayed those women who had 
physiques like Jack La Lanne [w ho 
has a TV exercise program]. We 
don't criticize ihem. so why crili- 
eize Walter Keane pm because lus 
symbol of humanity is a child?” 

It takes dispassionate bravado 
to speak of oneself in ihe third 
person. Walter has such bravado: 
It is one of the chief reasons lor his 
success. Another is his technical 
proficiency, which—though one 
critic calls it "fussy and finicky”--

Sybaritic people arc common. Unc 
of the many, froquenl and person¬ 
ally supervised brochures describ¬ 
ing him (brochures are almost as 
much Walter’s medium as paint- 
ings arc) report* ihat he ’ "romps 
through life with the evident en¬ 
joyment of a terrier rolling in a 
clover patch." There is consider¬ 
able truth in 1 his. Walter is a lot 
like an irrepressible terrier, though 
the canine breed he likes best (arid 
often paints) is the small, clever 
white poodle. He owns four, and 
has- named them Rembrandt, IX- 
gas, Matisse and Gauguin, 

Roth of the (wo words that recur 
most often in Waller's convcisa- 
ii on are cries of undiluted hedon¬ 
ism. “Beautiful l""—which he pro¬ 
nounces ■'SEW'-da-fut!" -is his 
drawled tribute to any thing, per¬ 
son or idea he approves of. “Hap- 
pi-ness!" invoked to a clinking of 
glasses, is the toast he proposes be¬ 
fore every single round of Scotch, 
"'Bui I think "happinev*' ought to 
be spelled a different way,” Walter 
vays, "'I think it should be happen' 
ne*s, I always love to have things, 
happen. When J’nt around they 
usually do, too.” 

r hey do indeed. Br-au babas suit 
Walter as serenity suits a classical 
scholar. His ebullience leaps to 
high pitch, soon after lie enters a 
nightclub, a supermarket, a mu¬ 
seum. a dress shop or hts white 
Cadillac convertible, which has a 
telephone at the driver’s seat '"be¬ 
cause there are so many people E 
have to k e«p in touch w ith, “ 

night on the town w ith Walter 
and hts party as a night of constant 
surprises, The group splits like an 
amoeba, the nucleus constantly 
shedding one group of carousm 
and picking up another. When 
Waller decides, he's seen enough 
of one club, he leads his group to 
another, perhaps lifting up One of 
the liuler females and carrying 
her, caveman style, up a sleep San 
Fran ci sea hi 11. There arc i m p remp- 
tu inspections of restaurant kitch¬ 
ens, and quick chut* with chefs 
about clam sauces and other mat 


ters ofconsciqueitrc. Quantities of 
Scotch iliac make most people sick 
or sleepy only goad Walter on to 
more ttrrierlike inise-hief, 

Though he and Margaret, who 
is at times Still a member of his 
group, bicker with varying degrees 
of good nature about Lhe financial 
problems attending their separa¬ 
tion, be is expansively generous 
v. ilh others. Only rarely does he 
muse that people might be Trying 
ko take advantage of his good will. 
He has founded several art schol¬ 
arships, and as some people get 
each other packages of gum. he im¬ 
pulsively buys friends potted aral- 
eas, dresses, hand-worked leather 
sandals or sessions at glamorous 
btraULy salons. When lie takes u 
long distance call, his first wends 
arc often ’"Ruby, you should have 
called roWfrt!" 

All of this helps keep Walter's 
name iti the gossip columns, to 


which he objects not at all since it 
tends to cancel out the hostility of 
art critics. Their sworn obligation, 
as Keane sees it . is ""not to discover 
new talenL hut to keep it from 
being discovered, keep it out of 
the muSe&lrnv regiment who cun 
get famous and who can’t, They 
didn't wane Margarcl and me to, 
taut we fooled them. We made it 
anyway. 

"'One thing [lsufs helped us a 
lot” Walter says, “is this being the 
age of transportation and com- 
mu mention. W'c'w used television 
Iguesl shots,j more than any other 
way of getting ourselves known. 
It's best uliI'ul how many people can 
be exposed to your work through, 
say, just one TV show'," 

His ?est for exposure has yield¬ 
ed more prestige overseas than on 
his home ground. All hough no

34, the occasion a panicky buying spree. As a shock wave 
of fear spread out from the epicenter of the Los Angeles 
rioLS (ptrge yt). a gun suddenly seemed the Lhing to have. 
The rioters themselves snatched up [hemsands of weapons 
from ransacked stores. Throughout the strife-torn city and 
in dozens of surrounding commum t ics, residents of while 
neighborhoods rushed to arm themselves lor the Negro in¬ 
surious they believed were imminent. Thus the Negroes, in 
their rage, and the whites, in their terror, drumati/jed a 
lact which puses an incendiary problem for the entire 


nation: the implements of violence—and death are readily 
available to nearly anyone* as became so tragically clear 
al the time President KLenncdy was killed. In thousands of 
communities rifles, shotguns and pistols are openly and 
enticingly displayed in hardware, Sporting goods and even 
dime stores—and are as easy to come hy as fishing ntrds. 
I here arc al least 400 mail-order houses in this country 
that will send a lethal weapon to anyone who hue $12-^ 
and a 5c stamp. When the steadily rising rate of crimes of 
violence is taken into account, [he danger is serious enough. 
But when racial tensions run high, it becomes appalling.

Ih^t Follows is the History of the 
mpsi infamous mail-order gun of 
all lime. The gun carries an indeli¬ 
ble identity: lhe number C2766. 

The hi-stery of C27G6 began it 
quarter-century ago- At that time 
Fi liI j. was, flailing around trying io 
fn hcrvclf to fight in a war that 
obviously was already too big for 
Mussolini's vainglorious hrttches. 
A government arsenal at Term 50 
nonh of Rome was turning 
out rifles whose design had uol 
changed much sin ce 1891. I he 
w capon s w ere ri Ot especial ly ad mi¬ 
ni ble as military man-tillers but 
they wereehtap-Theyeost the Ital¬ 
ia n government ?l 3 lire (SIhi each 
and they W’cre as like one another 
a> a handful of shingle nails—ex¬ 
cept For one laet. 

Near the end of I he manufactur¬ 
ing process, tut each of these mass- 
produced and otherwise identical 
machines, a gun ^milhstumped a se- 
riaI number on Lhe upper left quad¬ 
rant oi the barrel near lhe receiver. 
Sometime in 194(1, the gunsmith's 
dies branded C27h6 for all time,

The best 
known of his several contributions 
to Weaponry, made ;n ISW), was 
the First successful system for dip- 
loading a repeuiing ride Mann- 
lichcr’s sysrem- with progressive 
m cd iFieat ions- is -Lilt in use: today. 
The World War II tiarand ML 
employed u version of his device 
The Mannlieher system spread 
throughout Europe. The Italians 
adopted it in 1891 and at the Tori¬ 
no Arms Factory Lwomen, M. Cut- 
euno -Mid a Colonel Parravicino, 
made certain mod Mien cions, par¬ 
ticularly in lhe design of the bolt 
action. Subsequently, the Italians 
pui ihe weapon through at least 15 
modifications hut for 60-odd year- 
i he basic action remained practi¬ 
cally unchanged. Mussolini even 
caused to be produced a light- 
w erg 111 , baymtel-equipped version 
of the Mann lie her-Co lea no that 
would help make warriors, out of 
th i Id reu as yfturtg us sis. fhe ihi ng 


shoi blanks, but the bayonet was 
businesslike. 

C27fiA is a. Short -harreled 193* 
version of the old design. It is a 
buslard bit of gu nsm i; he rv. M usso- 
lini's armorers had come to Lhe 
conclusion that, w hile lhe Mann- 
lieher-Cartanefs standard ft.5 mm 
ammunition might be satisfactory 
for slaughtering Ethiopian tribes¬ 
men, something heftier would be 
desirable if II Duec proposed to 
gobble up a share of Europe, There¬ 
fore m 1938 the design was modi¬ 
fied for lhe gun to lire a more lethal 
7.35 mm slug. The notion, like 
many another Concei ved in Italy in 
those days, was disastrous. With 
distressing frequency Italian ord¬ 
nance delivered new-sized bullets, 
to outfits equipped with old-sized 
guns, or (ice versa. By ihe lime 
C2766 came off lhe line at ferni in 
1940, a prudent decision had re¬ 
duced lhe hore back to the more 
modest 6.5 mm lor which ammu¬ 
nition was in more plentiful sup¬ 
ply. Thus C2766 ended up having 
ihe appenrunof of a heftier weap¬ 
on than it really is. 

What happened to £"2766 in the 
years immediately alter it left the 
aranal has become impossible to 
t raee. Arsenal records were s kereh s 
lo star! with, and in any case most 
files were destroyed in the chaos 
that followed Italy’s surrender in 
September 1943 "burned perhaps 
by in furiated German s, seated I ta I - 
tan commanders or . ai traced civ if 
nans tasting the sweet, destructive 
fruits of liberation. 

It seems probable, however, that

It emerged again into the light 
in 196(1 When the Italian Ministry 
of Defense look it in mind to sell 
off 5T0.745 old nllcs. Bids were 
asked and an Amer.can ■urganira- 
liom styling itself Adam Consoli- 
diiletl Industries, jnc,, domictEcd 

si Via S rte 62, Rome, won ihc 
eonliLii t. Thy prices I'oi lhe rilles 
in this sale ranged from 53.60 per 
till it. for Lite retail i ely ne^ Lype 
rtjvfscented by C276ft. dosvn to 
SI-1 Z for older models beneh- 
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marked between J-KS*| and World 
War I. Adam Consolidated eom- 
iiiilkd Ltself Ho pay the Italian gav- 
cfnirtnl a lota I of S1,77(>,-h5S. 
and, as. evidence of good faith, pre¬ 
sented guarantees of $592,fWO 
from (he Banco di Roma. 

The guns were, of course, not 
all in usable condition. Rut in 
Brescia m northern Italy, a man 
named Luciano Riva maintained a 
small factory to renovate such 
weapons, Riva, contracted with 
Adam Consolidated to recondi¬ 
tion . proOtes, pack -.ind ship nlles 
at a price of St. 72 per unit, lie 
bought a bigger plant in the til¬ 
lage of Storo and eventually he 
shipped 44.490 guns from Milan. 
Naples and Genoa lo New York. 
Before the contract teas completed, 
however, RrSu arid the American 
firm fell OIK. Reclaimed brick pay 
teas dte i ng h i m u nd Ada m C on id I i- 
dated com plained that fus work 
teits so stow they were missing the 
American market. Moreover. 1 hey 
si I Icgted his wor k was so un sal i sfae- 
tory [hat man y g un s wou Id n o( lire. 
The case ia Mill in litigation before 
the Tribunals dii Roma. (Adam 
shortly found another renovator 10 
replace Riva and, according to 
available invoices, went on Lo im¬ 
port another 80.835 weapons into 
the U.S. through die end. of Octo¬ 
ber 1961.1 

In any event the old Cl76b was 
among the weapons worked on by 
Riva. It teas refurbished at Storo— 
CllOUgh not So thoroughly ns lo 
erase ah the scats of tear, And it 
was included in the very last of 12 
shipments Rita dispatched to 
Adam Con sol idalcd. 


It left the Storo plant or Sept. 
it, 1960 aboard a truck bound for 
the port of Genoa, with a police 
guard lore and aft as Italian law 
demands lor all movements of 
w ea pon s, loaded or i n noccn I. Two 
days bier the shipment departed 
Italy aboard the steamer Ekttrn 
I'cix.tki. Seventeen days later FJti- 
tra Fasxto made landfall in New' 
York harbor and tied up in Jer¬ 
sey City. By Odl- 24 the weap¬ 
ons hud hcen signed into a bonded 
warehouse. HarboFHi.de Terminal 
on tlic Jersey shore. C2766 was 
m li crate containing nine other 
ri Iks of I he same model. The crate, 
as recorded on itself and on Lhe 
manifest, Wav No. 3376. The nine 
•other weapons nesLed in Cosmo- 
ime along with C2766 bore these 
serial numbers: A K. 2305, W483S, 
AZ3854. M86l r A12842, W9932 r 
AM5143, 12564 and Y6305. 

The commercial transmission 

belt by which this particular rifle 
was t ran spo rled from the snares of 
surplus arms In postwar Europe nr 
ihe U.S. marketplace—and deliv¬ 
ered, ultimately, into the hands of 
a unique human mishi - has a cu¬ 
rious and complex history its be¬ 
ginnings, incongruously enough, 
were in the incorporation of Adam 
flat Stores. Inc., under New YotI. 
kite on July 17. 1924. Adam Hat 
is perhaps best remembered for iLs 
radio sponsorship of champion¬ 
ship tights from Madison Square 
Garden. Meanwhile a family head¬ 
ed by one Mac Lehman had gone 
into the junk and retail tire busi- 
ness in Jacksonville, Fla. En 1946, 
Max’s son. Harold N.. mewed the 
core of the family enterprise lo 
New York. and when Adam Hut 


fell into fiscal distresn. he bought 
them out in 1954. Two years later, 
in 1956. tlic name of lhe coni- 
bined Firm was changed to Adam 
Consol kittled Industries. Inc. 

Adam Consolidated, as Ims been 
noted. ai one time had an office 
at Via SirtebL Rome, and was the 
entity which did business with pint 
restorer Luciano Riva. 

Adam Consolidated became a 
he wild crinkly diversified enter¬ 
prise. Its mam business was selling 
tires through outlets- m such Sub¬ 
stantial emporiums as R. H. Maey. 
But it had other irons in the lire 
as well. At one time the company 
had at least 17 wholly m partly 
owned subsidiaries. Traffic in fire¬ 
arms was never formally listed 
among the company's activities. 

Adam Consolidated had anoth¬ 
er corporate peculiarity—chang¬ 
ing its ii.i 111 e. *1 lie style .Ad,.iffl C0ri- 
soli dated wAs dropped in 1959 in 
fflvor of Vanderbilt Tire A Rub¬ 
ier Co., Inc Finally it became 
Y'TR, Inc,, which it is today. V J R, 
Jne. is listed on the American Stock 
Exchange. 

Another link in the chain that 
eventually brought C2766 down 
to dishonor was Forged in Decem¬ 
ber 1959 w hen a linn named Cres¬ 
cent Firearms, Inc. was chartered 
under New York law. All the guns 
imported by Addin Consolidated 
wound up being invoiced to Ocs- 
ccnL lor distribution here. 

N aw here of record d ues there ex¬ 
ist any formal connection between 
Crescent Firearms, Inc, and Adam 
Consolidated, now VTR All the 
same, the linns have interesting re¬ 
lationships. VTR has its oilkes 
on the sixth Boor at 4W Fifth 
Avenue, New York. Crescent Fire¬ 
arms, Inc, mam tains itself at 2 


5VusL 37th hi.. New York. It is the 
same building, same Hour, same 
receptionist and Lhe same tele¬ 
phone number, W| 7-4700. 

The two firms: have enjoyed 
other detectable intimacies. The 
vice president, secretary and treas¬ 
urer of VTR is Joseph Saik. an 
attorney, and As late as 1964 VTR’s 
comptroller w-as one Irving Weiss. 
Saik is also the secreLaty-treasurer 
of Crescent Arms And WeiiS is 
comptroller there. 

Another set of recurrent names 
has uttuehed itself to Lhe saga of 
C2766. I besc are Louis und Irving 
Feldiott, brothers. When lhe Ital¬ 
ian gun restorer Riva made Ins 
deal with Adam Consolidated, he 
made it with Louis Feld soli. Louis 
hcldsotl is prcsidenl of Crescent 
I [rearms and treasurer of H.&D. 
Folsom Arms Cu. K Inc.. 154 Lud¬ 
low St. Yonkers, N,Y, His broth¬ 
er, Irving, is A vice presided of 
H.&p Folsom. It is difficult 
well impossible—to find anybody 
around Creveent Firearms or VI R 
who admits to being well informed 
about either C2766 or the firearms 
business in general. Inquiries made 
there are likely lo be referred to 
Irving Feldsotf out in Yonkers. Ir¬ 
ving is polite hut says lie is unable 
lo be of much assistance, 

"The night after the President 
was shot, the LB I came down from 
White Plains and wc ga ve them all 
our records.

On that 
i.!:lec Crate 3376, including nine 
other rifles as welt ns £."2765, was 
dispatched hy Crescent Firearms 
to Klein's Sporting Goods Inc., 
4.54fi W. Mad is.on Si., Chicago. 

Klein’s is a large firm doing bDlh 
retail and mail-order business in 
general sports cquipmenL includ¬ 
ing firearms. The firm was estab¬ 
lished in IB85 by Jacob Klein, who 
left the pawn broking business to 
do so. h is now run hy Jacob’s 
son. Milton Paul Klein. 

Klein’s regularly advertises in 
T'fif American Rifleman, which 
is the organ of the National Rifle 
Association. In February, !%3 
the Rifleman ran a full-page ad 
from Klein’s featuring a while- 
on-black headline whose message 
was: RECEIVED TOD LATE 
FOR HUNTING SEASON’ 
KLFIN'S I .OSS IS YOU R G A t N! 
SAVE NOW! BUT HURRY! 
C ash Or chejjit. no MOfti.v 
DOWN. >1.1 IJ.SI 1 K.ELE TRIAL. 

The ad was i 11 us trilled. T he I h i rd 
item down in the left of 1*0 col¬ 
umns offered: “6.5 ITALIAN 
CARBINE. Only 3b” overall, 
weighs only 5^j Ihs. Shows only 
slight use, lightly oiled, test fired 
and head Spaded, ready for shoot¬ 
ing. Turned down holt, thumb 
safety, fi-shot clip fed. Rear open 
sight. I ';N loading and fast firing. 
Specially priced, , . , il 2.84k Car¬ 
bine wirh brand new good quality 
4X scope W diameter as illus¬ 
trated- -, r S19.95," 

The telescopic sights, it ialer de¬ 
veloped, were lined to the weapons 
hy one of Klein's gunsmiths. It 
way his habit io us* only lwo of 
the three available screw holes on 
Live scope mount and to tap the 


rifle barrel lo receive larger screws 
ihan Ihc scope was originally in¬ 
tended io employ. The sights were 
4-power, manufactured in Japan 
but stamped with the name Ord¬ 
nance Optics. Inc.. Hollywood, 
Calif. These sights have since been 
described as cheap and they prob¬ 
ably were, Bui ihey were appar¬ 
ently good enough. In answering 
a question about finding the tar¬ 
get with C2766, firearms expert 
Frazier hasIctfi fled: "li would not 
be difficult at all wiih a telescopic 
sight because your target Is en¬ 
larged four times, and you can esti¬ 
mate very quickly in a telescopic 
sight, inches Or feet Or lead of any 
desired amount. 1 "' 

On March 13, 1963. in ms*er 
to its ad, Klein's received a money 
Order for 525.4$ (to include post¬ 
age) and a coupon clipped from 
the tower right-hand corner of 
ihe ad. ordering a Mannliehcr- 
Carano with scope. Money order 
and coupon were in the name of 
A. Hide!I, Pus I Office Hus 2915, 
Dallas,'Texas. On March 20. 1963. 
ihe gun numbered C2 766 was 
mailed, pared post, to Customer 
Hiddl without demur. There was 
no reason Tor demur: there wav 
no law again-sc i(. 

The real name behind A. Hidell 
Was. of course, Lee Harvey Os- 
wli Id ■ No hod y k now.s for sure how 
much practice Oswald ever had 
with C2755. There have been some 
indications that he took it to a 
rifle range, He ulsO obtained a 
supply oF ammunition especially 
chambered for the weapon by the 
Western Cartridge Co, of East 
A lion, III. The bullets had been 
made la -upply l'.5. allies in Scan¬ 
dinavia at a time when they were 
contemplating equipping their 
forces wiih the Mannlieher-Car- 


car.os. Bui more modern firearms 
made the cartridges obsolete They 
Were then reimported lo ihe U.S 
two million strong. Such ammuni¬ 
tion was, and is, freely available. 

Whatever Lbe previous combat 
record of C2766. it was now at last 
to be fired in anger. The event came 
on the night of April 10 ut Dallas 
when Oswald squeezed one ofT at 
Major Genefal Edwin A, Walker, 
U,S. Army. Resigned, through a 
window in the general’s home. Os¬ 
wald missed. 

C2766. as we know, ejected three 
more shots in anger an Nov. 11 
from a sixth-door window of ihc 
Texas School Book Depository. 
This time Oswald’s aim was true. 
Afterwards. C2756 Was found half 
hidden I he re. 

A lot of pen pic were watching 
television around 11:30 ;l. in. on 
Sunday, Nov. 24. 1953, John J. 
King of Denver was among 1 hem. 
It was 10:20 a.m.. Mountain 1 ime 
when he—with ihc other millions- 

looked on Us li freniicd Jack 
R u by li imed a Colt . .1® re v diver a t 
Lae Harvey Oswald’s mid rill' and 
killed him. In some ways King's 
reaction was ihe universal one of 
iaseinated shock—in other ways 
very different. 

John J. Kmg is not a usual man. 
A Westerner and the son of an 
oilman, he is an Annapolis grad¬ 
uate who slaved wiih the Navy un¬ 
til 12 years a lo when he resigned 
because he yearned for the adven¬ 
ture of his father's business, l-fe 
now holds federal oil exploration 
leases on tOQ,OOOaeres on the north 
slope pF Alaska above ihe Arctic 
Circle. At 43, he brims with ener¬ 
gy. self-confidence and hobbies to 
which he is dedicated, His shoes 


arc niLidc by Pen and Co. Ltd, 
of Loudon. And he admires guns. 
Centrally, he admires modern 
Weapons crafted hy the world’s 
greatest gunsmiths. His gun racks 
in ilh- village o' i . Hi IK glow 
wfith double-barreled rifles and 
shotguns made by WestLey Rich¬ 
ards and Holland A Holland of 
England. “They are jewels.” lie 
says. 

Now, an this Sunday, fur I he 
first lime in his III he lusted .d'cer 
a junk gun, 1 he object was CT27fi(i 
—and he lusted immediately. 

From long working acquain¬ 
tanceships with la ‘ - ;r- . King had 
become moderately well versed in 
[lie la*. Watching TV. he begun 
to ihink like mi a Homey. "1 had 
been subconsciously under the im¬ 
pression that Oswald would be 
convicted and that Ihc weapon 
would Iberefore res erL lolhe stare,” 
he recalls. ”1 was reading this in 
the context Of Colorado law, nol 
really being a lawyer But when 
Ruby shut Oswald, ii alt of u sud¬ 
den struck me in a blinding (lash 
that under American jurispru¬ 
dence. Lee Harvey Oswald is for¬ 
ever innocent. He has not been 
convicted and you are not guilty 
uciLil you've been tried and. there's 
no way to try him. 

’’ Phis Ecd me to the conclusion 
(liLil Oswald might still own Ihc 
Kennedy gun—or his estate might. 
So f ea I led up my good friend Hi 11 
Garrett, who was a lawyer in Dal¬ 
las. Rill put an associate on it and 
he briefed the hell oul of it and 
came up in two days and said— no 
question about it, IhaLgun belongs 
to Let Harvey Oswald.” 

Over the next year King learned 
a lot more about Texas taw—and 
Ihc law in general: 1. Under Texas 
law the weapon would not have 
reverted to the stale even had Os¬ 
wald lived to be convicted. 2. Texas 
is a. community-property state, and 
since Oswald died without making 
a will, community property ac¬ 
quired during marriage would re¬ 
vert to the spouse. 3. The admini¬ 
strator of a comm li miy-property 
csMiLe has a right Lo dispose of the

estate's assets in order to meet 
the estate's obligations, without 
referral to probate court. 

Meanwhile. King lost no lime. 
On L>cc. 4. 1%3, J3 days niter the 
President's dealh, lie wrote Mrs 
Marin* Oswald in cate of the U-S- 
Secret Service in Dallas io this ef- 
fcel: "I am advised by my Dallas 
attorneys. that you r present where¬ 
abouts is b^ing kept secret but that 
mail will reach you at the above 
address, t am most anxious to dis¬ 
cuss with you a thoroughly Legiti¬ 
mate business proposition which 
eunnot be handled through cor¬ 
respondence one which invokes 
thousands Of dollars for you. . , ." 

But making actual contact with 
Marina Oswald took Lime. At first 
all negotiations were arms-length 
between King's representatives and 
Mai i lv.il 11 is- pr iiyaSs WliCCnW 

plicated by frequent changes in 
Marina’s spokesmen l they kept 
getting lined. Finally in July l%4 
King sent his own representative. 

“He walked up and presrad the 
doorbell and got her ou; of bed 
at 10 o'clock in the morning and 
said he wanted to chat with her," 
King remembers. ’‘She tried to 
close the door but he raid he'd 
come all the way front Denver to 
talk to her, so she let him in and 
turned on the hi-li and made him 
some coffee. Me got her si gii atme. 

It was not all that simple, how¬ 
ever. Negotiations dragged on for 
months. There was. a question of 
total future validity of Marina's 
title to her husband's estate. Ikr 
Lawyers arranged fur Manna to file 
a formal intent iern to become a 
U.S-. Citizen. That done, it was ar¬ 
ranged for her to he formally ap¬ 
pointed administratrix oft he com¬ 
munity properly by the Probate 
Court in Dallas. As such she had 
the right Id dispose of the estate. 

But Marina was unwilling m 
kick up hoi heels and demand: her 
rights in a strange country. ‘’She 
was very reluctant shout pressing 
I hew tilings.' 1 King remembers 
’' We tried to get ii done in her ns me 
bul she wouldn't stand hitehed lor 
that. She was afraid they would 


cut her oil al the pass someplace. 
Her desire all the time was to be¬ 
come a citizen of the U.!i. and she 
was afraid to get too lough with 
any of these bureaucrats Tor fear 
they might, just whoosh, send her 
back off to Minsk.’" 

Marina may have been bashful 
about asserting her rights, hut that 
didn't mean she wasn't resentful 
about Lite manner in which the 
F BI had gathered dp artifact* left 
behind by her husband, King re¬ 
calls. The authorities had alio 
taken her Russian-Language cook¬ 
book in which she had made notes, 
and between ihc Leaves of which 
she kept her children's birth ecr- 
i.ilieal.cs. The I BE didn't want to 
give it back. King rays. 

Then came the question of price. 
What was Cim worth?Obviously 
its intrinsic value was the 121.45 
Oswald had paid for ii—or some¬ 
thing in that neighborhood. Rut 
now Cl?7WS was no longer some 
forgotten Italian private’s G.I. is¬ 
sue: it was a piece of history. 

The price was finally agreed 
Upon MLlrina Osw* Id Wanlcd £50,- 
000, King Was willing to pay that, 
bul ahead loomed the possibility, 
the likelihood rather, that Marina 
would have to go to court to get 
possession. The lawyers thought a 
law suit might cost 110,000. In the 
end they agreed to split the dif¬ 
ference; Marina would get £45.000 
and King would pay the full cost 
of any suit. On New Year’? Fve 
lust. Manna, signed the hill of talc 
King paid her $£,000 cash at once 
and la ter another $5,000 and com¬ 
mitted himself to pay the other 
SJ5-.0TI0 whenever delivery could 
be effected. Thus Oswald, the life¬ 
long failure, finally left an estate. 

Now King could finally get the 
gun—he thought. But letters to the 
Justice Department. Chief Just ice 
Warren, ihc FBI. ihc Archivist of 
the United Elates and personal 
visits and demands by King and 
his representatives have thus far 
failed to product roulli. The gov¬ 
ern men I has declined even to dis¬ 



cuss the maLier wiLh him. King 
docs not. in fact., now know where 
C27&6 is being held, or by whom, 
And so, late in May, he sued At¬ 
torney General Katpcnhach in U-5, 
District Court in Denver for ns 
physical possession. 

The Attorney General did not 
reply. The court had given him 
hO days LO reply and has since 
granted an additional 40day*con¬ 
tinuance, Instead, on June 29 lust, 
Colorado Representative Byron C. 
Rogers introduced in Congress a 
hilt. H R. 9545. which would em¬ 
power the Attorney General in de¬ 
cide which items among the evi¬ 
dence concerning the President's 
assassin at ion should be acquired 
by the United States. King de¬ 
manded fltJt he he perm i tied to 
testify heFor e the jud icia ry subcom¬ 
mittee considering the hill and was 
advised that he might. However, 
on Atip. 13 Representative Ropers 
advised him that the subcommit¬ 
tee had decided against holding 
public hearings “and hence you 
will not be extended the privilege 
Of testifying . . 

King's suit, as it happened, dis¬ 
turbed llu: composure of another 
John King, who. by clluitoc. lives 
across the rOitd from him in the ex¬ 
clusive Denver suburb of Cherry 
Hills, who belong* to the same 
Cherry Hills Country Club, who is 
also m the ud business, who also 
maintains offices in Denver's new 
ultramodern Security Life Build¬ 
ing, and who is also a gun collector’ 
by hobby- The second King—no 
relation—is John .W. King, as op¬ 
posed tn John J. On July 4 lasl, 
John M. expressed his dismay In a 
press release w Inch said "... I um 
... wri ting to disassociate my Pa me 
and intentions from that of John J. 
King who is now allegedly suing 
the federal government for posses¬ 
sion of the assassination weapon. 

“As a Christian, an American 
ant! a registered Republican, I 
deeply deplore the untimely pass¬ 
ing of our great young Presi¬ 
dent. L hold the instrument of 
his muider in repugnance and 
would not under any coneeiva-

He Will Mot Live

At [2:20 Brim Nonng arrived at 
the hospital. 

At 12:50 the party bearing I he 
third victim, Alun Nelson, finally 
reached the base camp, Nelson was 
conscious but in extreme pain, 
v-'Lth deeper wounds: than the oth¬ 
ers. Dr. Reese ministered to him 
and the last of the ambulances left 
Rising Sun. Nclion arrived at the 
hospital at 1:45. 

ff":rgm midnight on, three and 
sometimes four doctors—with 
nurses a nd attendants worked for 
a solid ninc-and-cmc-half hours 
to complete surgery on the three 
victims. Rrila Norjnjg was found 
to have extensive lacerations of 
the right Sower kg with severe 
imisde damage and Joss of skin, 
severe lacerations lo the right 
buttock and puncture wounds in 
the right shmilder. Cxmiitinfn: 
isfatiwy, 

Alan Nelson had severe lacera¬ 
tion i on the back Of both thighs 
and his right knee, with considera¬ 
ble muscle damage lo his left up¬ 
per leg. Condition: saiinfaEtory. 

S-milty Purralt had puncLure 
wounds in bis right chest, a cot- 
lapsed right lung, two fractures 
a piece for each of live ribs, a com¬ 
pound fracture of the right up¬ 
per arm, extensive scalp lacera¬ 
tions,, extreme damage to the eye 
area of Itis face, loss of his kft eye 
and a COflipuund fracture Ltf facial 
bs>rtCS. Ctmdilion; crilicaf. 

At 5 O’clock an the morning 
Lloyd and Grace Parralt stood in 
Lhc hospital corridor and listened 
to the green-gowned surgeons as 
they phrased the words: little Smil- 
ty probably would not survive; 
and if lie did. he would be blind 
fen- the rest of h is Iife. 

Jn those first few days, while the 
boy's head and body were bound 
in bandage, all his parents could 
do was lo sit by his bed, hold his 
hands in their own. and talk with 
him. The truest ions which only a 
child can ask were almost miOIC 
than the mother and father could 
stand. 

'"Why did this have to happen to 
me?" 

"Will 1 ever be sbk to play 
again?’" 

"Will l be able to go to school?" 

"Daddy, something has hap- 
pened to one of my eyes—why do 
they keep a paich over ii util the 
time?' It required all of the gentle 
skill of the surgeons to explain to 
him that his eye had to he removed 


because u had been torn by the 
grizzly, 

His pain was excruciating. In¬ 
fection brought on fever. Only a 
sunken socket remained of his left 
eye, and his right eye, when the 
bandages w-£re removed, was eo 
swollen, that months would pass 
before partial vision returned. He 
iived tit a world of soft darkness 
and Fitw- Suffering. And yet. amaz¬ 
ingly, he ■continued to live. Then. 
Finally. after long weeks, his con¬ 
dition began lo improve. 

In late July the Swedish vice 
consul from Calgary, Alberta, 
drove ttrita Nonng from the hos¬ 
pital to Calgary and placed her 
aboard a plane to New- York, from 
where she flew to Stockholm, Her 
wounds were healing without com- 
pliflU ions. Shortly theeea fie r. Alan 
Nelson was hack borne in Elss- 
march, N.Dak.. well on the road 
to recovery. 

Du! for Subtly Parrall, an In¬ 
exorable pattern lay ahead: opera¬ 
tion. a few months of recovery, 
an otllc r operal ion, ,i not her healing 
period, and then, another opera - 
lion. The surgeons required many 
months between surgery, noi only 
to gli< living tissue a etumet to 
heal before beginning again, bui 
also to give Sitiitiy li period in 
which to recover from the shocks 
to bis nervous system. 

The Surgery began as soon as 
the immediate threat to his life 
passed. In mict-Augus| r 190Q, the 
doctors recommended that lie be 
rlow-n io Los Angeles for special¬ 
ized treatment in Children’s Hos- 
pilal. The lirst operation on (he 
hoy's face and eyes rook place 
Slept, b four days later, Grace and 
Lloyd ParrulE sent a one-page Mul- 
nlith report to their friends: "Smit- 
ly has a positive, happy altitude. 
He says, "We can't go backward.' 
He is glad to be alive and believes 
that he will accomplish a mission 
in hie. He expects to look like 
Smith again after plastic surgery. 
They reported that the doctors 
found "some shortening of the 
optic nerve and muscles of the 
right eye. Bui he will have , , . 
vision despite certain handicaps 
when Jhc swelling goes down. . . . 
The plastic surgeons will wait uniil 
hca I i ng ts Com piece a round ho face 
before they proceed with restora¬ 
tion- this may be some lime., . ” 

It was not until November 1 
Lhal the plastic Surgeon, Dt, James 
Johnson, Operated to remove dead 
bone front Smiley's right cheek. 
On April [S, |?6I he worked to 
remove and reduce sears in this 
area. Five more months passed,
